Dryness and dust are the great 
“enemies” of the sinus sufferer. 
The head l as four pairs of air 
cavities, called sinuses. Each opens 
into the nose cavity, and the lining 
membrane of these cavities is con- 
tinous with that of the nose. 
A 
conch-shaped roll of thin bone cov­ 
ered with mucous membrane, called 
a turbinate body, guards the orifice 
of each sinus on the nasal side 
against dry, cold, dusty and polluted 
air. The spongy turbinate, rich in 
blood vessels, warms and filters the 
air we breathe. 
There should normally be a free 
intake and outgo of air in the nose. 
When the turbinates swell due to 
infection or irritation, they block 
the opening of the sinuses. If in­ 
fection is present, the drainage is 


tnernr.’, is efficacious after drain­ 
age is established. A simple ap­ 
paratus for circulating hot water 
through rubber tubes high in the 
nose is aiLO helpful. Marked im­ 
provement occurs by using a diet 
rich in fresh foods. Allergic sinus­ 
itis is relieved by removing the 
offending substance in food or dust. 
Vasomotor sinusitis is best treated 
by repeated shrinking of the muc­ 
ous membrane.

Alarmed by the mysterious burn-outs, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Edison call­ 
ed in the FBI, simultaneously ordered work 
suspended on seven other ships until the 
G-men and naval inspectors got to the 
bottom of the affair. They promptly pad­ 
locked that part of the plant where the 
ships were being built and placed all the 
employees under scrutiny. 
This investigation quickly brought to 
light the interesting fact that some of the 
key men in the plant were Germans. 
Three of them had a direct connection with 
the building of the bombers.

interfered with, and subacute or 
chronic infection is inevitable. 
The first function of the sinuses 
is to furnish lightness to the skull. 
If the skull were solid bone, the 
muscular strength of the neck and 
shoulder muscles would have to be 
tremendous to hold it up.

“head cold” and makes it hang on. 
The chronic types are infectious, 
allergic and vasomotor. In treating 
the infectious type, infested lym­ 
phoid masses in the back of the 
no.:.e can be destroyed by electro­ 
surgery. Establishment of drainage 
is required. Deep penetrating heat, 
by means of long or short wave dia­ 
thermy, is efficacious after drain­ 
age is established. A simple ap­ 
paratus for circulating hot water 
through rubber tubes high in the 
nose is ako helpful. Marked im­ 
provement occurs by using a diet 
rich in fresh food.?. Allergic sinus­ 
itis is relieved by removing the 
offending substance in food or dust. 
Vasomotor sinusitis is best treated 
by repeated shrinking of the muc­ 
ous membrane.

Lowered immunity due to a cod-1 
died form of existence also plays a 
part in promoting nasal and para- J 
nasal infection. 
Our overheated 
houses dry out the lining cf tile 
nose and prevent its natural germ- 
Uilling functions. 
Refined foods 
lacking in natural vitamin qualities 
acid to the unfavorable conditions. 
The occurrence of sinus disease is 
inversely 
proportional 
to 
the 
amount of sunshine. Since four- 
fifths of the people have some sinus 
trouble some of the time, and since 
it is an infectious disease, the mul­ 
tiplicity of hur.ir.n contacts is an 
evident factor. 
Greatest “Enemlc,” 
Dryness and dust are the great 
“enemies” of the sinus sufferer. 
The head l as four pairs of air 
cavities, called sinuses. Each opt na 
into the nose cavity, and the lining 
membrane of these cavities is con- 
tinous with that cf the nose. A 
conch-shaped roll of thin bone cov­ 
ered with mucous membrane, called 
a turbinate body, guards the orifice 
of each sinus on the nasal side 
against dry, cold, dusty and polluted 
air. The spongy turbinate, rich in 
blood vessels, warms and filters the 
air we breathe. 
There should normally be a free 
intake and outgo of air in the nose. 
When the turbinates swell due to 
infection or irritation, they block 
the opening of the sinuses. If in­

given by Dr. Otto Mees, president 
w of Capital University. 
Dr. Mees 
briefly 
surveyed

worship. 
He explained the first 
method was for a person to call 
worshipers 
together 
from 
the 
church tower. 
This method is 
still used in Jerusalem. 
Other 
methods 
including 
clapping 
boards, cymbals, use of trumpets 
and 
then a bell or bells. 
£ 
Bells Provide Theme 
Dr. Mees used the three keys of 
bells as the theme for his ser­ 
mon. 
He used “B” for belief, 
pointing out that life is empty 
unless one believes in the church. 
He used the letter "E” for eter­ 
nity which everyone must face, 
and “G” for God, founder of all, 
provider for all, the hope of all. 
Presentation of the bells to the 
Rev. Mr. Bartbelmaa was made by 
§ Robert Verdin, of the I. T. Verdin 
& 
Company, 
Cincinnati. 
This 
firm installed 
the 
bell ringing 
equipment. 
He assured the Rev. 
Mr. 
Barthelmas that the 
bells 
were the finest that could be pur­ 
chased, that they were securely 
placed in the tower and the ring­ 
ing equipment was satisfactory. 
The Rev. Mr. Barthelmas, ac­ 
cepted the bells and in turn pre­ 
sented them to Trinity Lutheran 
Church. 
He pointed out that per- 
w sons receive from life what they 
put into it, from the standpoint 
of business, their Church, their 
studies, etc. 
The Rev. Mr. Bar­ 
thelmas 
told 
friends 
after 
the 
service that he had never spent 
a sum of money from which he 
had derived as much pleasure as 
that spent for the memorial bells. 
Acceptance of the bells for the 
congregation was made by Dr. 
G. J. Troutman, senior pastor. 
• Dr. Troutman said the Rev. Mr. 
Barthelmas had first placed the 
gift in bis will but on the sug­ 
gestion of Dr. Troutman the gift 
was made at this time.

Tolled As Dedicated 
The bells were toiled as they 
were dedicated to the Triune God 
by the Rev. G. L. Troutman, jun­ 
i o r pastor. The hymn “Aloft in 


Yonder Belfry” was sung as the 
bells were tolled. The bells were 
rung for the first rime by D. D. 
Dowden, church secretary. 
Brief remarks were made by Dr 
J. H. Schneider, Columbus, for­ 
mer pastor of Trinity Lutheran 
Church. He confirmed the Rev 
Mr. Barthelmas. The attle bell used 
in the church for 90 years, he ex 
plained, built up a congregation 
and interest in the church that re­ 
sulted in the gift of the peal of bells. 
A telegram of congratulation was 
received 
from Mrs. 
Evangeline 
Schuster, Miami, Fla., daughter of 
Dr. Troutman. 
The junior choir of 57 voices 
under the direction of Mrs. G. L. 
Troutman; the Rev. EUis Snyder, 
head of the voice department of 
Capital University, and Mrs. Karl 
Herrmann, organist, presented an 
outstanding musical program for 
the morning service. 
About 250 persons attended the 
evening service. The senior choir of 
32 voices, under the direction of 
Carl Leist, presented the evening 
musical program.

cashed the checks the next day. 
“I ’m sure H arris w as dead when 
we put him on the bed.”

C aptain C hilders the m urder had 
been on his conscience for three 
years and th a t he w as glad to get 
it off his chest. 
“ He breathed a sigh of relief 
when he finished,” C aptain Child­ 
ers said.

has had a |150,000 sailing schoon­ 
er 
specially constructed for his 
venture. 
The vessel which has been nam ­ 
ed “Jeanry,” is a wooden ship of 
only 180 tons, but has been con­ 
structed stout enough to w'eather 
any gale. Sh4 was built to the 
special design of a London firm 
of naval architects and is manned 
by a crew of six. 
Vom Berge described the voyage 
on which he is tak ing his wife 
and crew as “a perm anent sail 
round the world.” 
Explains Intent 
He explained; 
“My wife and I have decided to 
spend the rest of our lives in this 
vessel. 
The crew tells me they are ready 
to be away from their homes for 
five years a t a time. 
“But I shall probably come back 
to England periodically for a few 
week s. 
“Our life will be peaceful and 
quiet. When we w ant entertain­ 
m ent we can always go on shore 
somewhere for an evening or two.” 
Vom Berge will be his own navi­ 
gator, he will also be engineer-in- 
charge of the extensive mechani­ 
cal' equipment of the schooner. 
An official of the firm of naval 
architects who designed the ves­ 
sel, said: 
Detailed Order Followed 
“The owner’s vast sailing experi­ 
ence resulted in a very detailed or­ 
der 
being placed 
before us 
18 
months ago. 
“Everything on the vessel had 
to be of nearly double strength. 
“The 
specification Included 
a 
teak stern post, and stem of such 
tremendous thick ness tha t we fail­ 
ed to find single pieces in Britain 


and had to build them together in 
sections. 
“The vessel is so strong that 
Vom Berge could stand her out 
in any weather in any part of the 
globe." 
The “Jeanry” is a little over 100 
feet long. She has an auxiliary en­ 
gine of 
12 0-hor§ e-power and can 
store 1,69 5 gallons of fresh w ater 
and 770 gallons of fuel. 
E xtra Large Keel 
Her 40 ton lead k eel was one of 
the largest made in England. 
The interior of the schooner Is 
designed In hotel style. 
There is a constant fresh water 
supply, refrigeration, and hot w at­ 
er radiators. Ventilation is effect­ 
ed by electric extractor fans and 
the table of her chart room is illu­ 
m inated with strip lighting. 
A 21-tube radio is also fitted. 
Pieces of the piles that helped i 
to hold up London’s old W aterloo

Bridge will also go with Vom Berge ! 
on his adventures, for he has had 
the piles cut up, given a wax finish 
and has used them to fit out the | 
main structure of his stateroom. ;

S. Vom Berge, an American who 
has had a $150,000 sailing schoon­ 
er 
specially constructed for his 
venture. 
The vessel which has been nam­ 
ed “Jeanry,” is a wooden ship of 
only 180 tons, but has been con­ 
structed stout enough to weather 
any gale. Sh4 was built to the 
special design of a London firm 
of naval architects and is manned 
by a crew of six. 
Vom Berge described the voyage 
on which he is taking his wife 
and crew as “a permanent sail 
round the world.” 
Explains Intent 
He explained: 
“My wife and I have decided to 
spend the rest of our lives in this 
vessel. 
The crew tells me they are ready 
to be away from their homes for 
five years at a time. 
“But I shall probably come back 
to England periodically for a few 
weeks. 
“Our life will be peaceful and 
quiet. When we want entertain­ 
ment we can always go on shore 
somewhere for an evening or two.” 
Vom Berge will be his own navi­ 
gator, he will also be engineer-in- 
charge of the extensive mechani­ 
cal' equipment of the schooner. 
An official of the firm of naval 
architects who designed the ves­ 
sel, said: 
Detailed Order Followed 
“The owner’s vast sailing experi­ 
ence resulted in a very detailed or­ 
der 
being placed 
before us 
18 
months ago. 
“Everything on the vessel had 
to be of nearly double strength. 
“The 
specification included 
a 
teak stern post, and stem of such 
tremendous thickness that we fail­ 
ed to find single pieces in Britain 


and had to build them together in j 
sections. 
“The vessel is so strong that j 
Vom Berge could stand her out 
in any weather in any part of the 
globe.” 
The “Jeanry” is a little over IOO 
feet long. She has an auxiliary en­ 
gine of 120'hor§e-power and can 
store 1,695 gallons of fresh water 
and 770 gallons of fuel. 
Extra Large Keel 
Her 40 ton lead keel was one of 
the largest made in England. 
The interior of the schooner is j 
designed in hotel style. 
There is a constant fresh water 
supply, refrigeration, and hot w a t-1 
er radiators. Ventilation is effect­ 
ed by electric extractor fans and j 
the table of ber chart room is illu 
minated with strip lighting. 
A 21-tube radio is also fitted. 
Pieces of the piles that helped 
to hold up London’s old Waterloo 
Bridge will also go with Vom Berge j 
on his adventures, for he has had 
the piles cut up, given a wax finish 
and has used them to fit out the 
main structure of his stateroom.

Thompson, the 
chief 
American 
correspondent o f the London Daily 
Ex press. 
In his norm al working routine, 
Thompson’s task Is to inform his 
two and a half million readers of 
the daily course of events in these 
United States, b ut in his initial 
literary venture he has allowed his 
reportorial talents to throw m any 
an interesting light upon the reac­ 
tions and characteristics of people 
elsewhere in the world. 
Mr. Thompson

b ook "I Lost My English Accent" 
and from the title it is apparent 
that his chief concern is to tell

ST. LOUIS, — High praise for 
the old cast iron architecture in 
buildings on the St. Louis w ater­ 
front 
by 
Dr. 
Sigfried Giedion, 
Swiss authority on architectural 
history, has led park service ex­ 
perts to search out details of the 
period when 
the buildings were 
constructed. 
Extensive use of 
cast iron in 
building here 
they pointed out, 
came in the period from 1850 to 
1880. 
Dr. Giedion pointed out the im­ 
portance of the St. Louis cast iron 
buildings as forerunners of mod­ 
ern 
architecture. 
Most 
of 
the 
buildings are located in the area 
on the downtown Mississippi river 
levee which ta being taken over 
by the Federal government for the 
Jefferson National Expansion Me­ 
morial. 
Dr. Giedion said that by using 
a new m aterial the architecture of 
the period made possible large 
windows and good lighting. 
P ark service experts also have 
been interested in the old iron on 
the riverfront buildings because of 
its artistic craftsm anship. 
They quote „ an 
authoritative 
book on the subject which says: 
“The cast iron work in the first 
sixty years of the nineteenth cen 
tury is not only the most artistic 
expression of the century, but an 
expression th at will stand com­ 
parison in the entire field of Am­ 
erican decorative arts.”

thousands of lives each year, the 
ever-ready United States Coast 
Guard received its sta rt along the 
coast of New Jersey. 
Taking a tip from the civilian 
population of M assachusetts, who 
had set up huts along the shore 
for 
shipwrecked 
m ariners, 
the 
Federal government in 1848 built 
several 
life-saving 
stations 
at 
danger spots on the New Jersey 
coastline. 
In contrast to the high-powered 
seaplanes, 
m otor 
boats, 
radio 
equipment and other life-saving 
equipment of today, the Coast 
Guard a t first was equipped with 
a surf boat, a gun which shot a 
line aboard a stranded vessel, and 
an enclosed m etal car in which 
survivors were placed and hauled 
ashore over the line. 
F irst record of successful use 
of the line and car came two 
years after inauguration of the 
service. 
On January 2, 1850, the 
crew and passengers on the full- 
rigged British ship Aylshire, which 
ran aground in a storm at the 
m outh of the M anasquan River, 
were rescued. 
The M assachusetts Humane So­ 
ciety, pioneers in life-saving in 
1789, had 16 stations In operation 
when the government took over 
the task of guarding the Massa­ 
chusetts coast.

— Deposits 
of phosphate in Wyoming are suffi­ 
cient to supply the United States 
for the next 50 to IOO years, it 
was estim ated recently when a par- 
geologists visited the 
phosphate 
field 
of 
Wyoming, 
Utah, 
and 
Idaho. 
Led by United States Senator 
H arry H. Schwartz, the 
party 
spent m ost of a day a t Cokeville 
viewing the mining operations. The 
party included professors from the 
University of Wyoming and 
the 
U tah Agricultural College a t Lo­ 
gan, U tah and a geologist from 
the United States Geological Serv­ 
ice. 
The experts said a t Cokeville 
th at the richest deposits of acces­ 
sible phosphate were the several 
deposits along the Bear River in 
Wyoming, although the richest de­ 
post yet found was in the Grey 
River country, which is inaccess­ 
ible. 
The easiest deposits of the phos­ 
phate to mine are the Beckwith 
fields near here which lie horizon­ 
tal while vast other fields are per­ 
pendicular. 
Two carloads of the Cokeville 
phosphate were processed by the 
TVA in Tennessee recently 
and 
were found to be above standard 
for fertilizer, it was reported.

ler, Rural Economics Departm ent, 
Ohio State University. 
Plenty of eggs and chickens are 
available for m arketing and the 
number of turkeys on farm s in 
the nation is the largest on re­ 
cord. Storage stocks of eggs and 
poultry are larger than they were 
last year on October IO, but the 
larger consumption of these foods 
is expected to offset the m arket 
effect of the larger supplies. 
Producers of eggs are not get­ 
ting their usual seasonal advant­ 
age of having egg prices advance 
faster than those of feed. 
This 
year, the poultryman finds feed 
costs gainig faster than the m ar­ 
ket prices for eggs, so his m argin 
of profit is reduced. 
The poultrym an figures his pro­ 
duction cost n term s of the num ­ 
ber of eggs required to buy IOO 
pounds of poultry feed, and he has 
paid 
30 more eggs per 
hundred 
pounds of feed October I, than he 
did last year on th at date. The 
relative high cost of feed may in­ 
fluence farm ers’ orders for chicks 
poultry numbers a year from now. 
W ar conditions complicate the 
poultry business because eggs and 
poultry m eat are relatively unim­ 
portant in exports and imports, 
but grains which the poultrymen 
have to buy are directly affected 
by w ar demands. T hat is the sit­ 
uation which is causing the nar­ 
rowing of the feed-egg ratio at 
the present time.

State Department of Education is 
placing- on Industrial A rts more 
importance will be given to our 
shop exhibit this year. A number of 
schools have added industrial arts 


departments in Pickaway County. 
There are at the present tim e ten 
shop departments from which we 
are hoping to have a fine response 
in the entering of exhibits. Some 
of the county schools are equipped 
with power and hand tools. Oth­ 
ers have just hand tools. Never­ 
theless classes have been set up to 
favor the entering of hand pro­ 
jects as well as machine projects. 
Inasmuch as the primary purpose 


in shop classes is to teach tool 
processes, this is very important. 
The industrial arts exhibit as a 
part of the Junior Fair has as its 
purpose the encouraging of fine 
workmanship and appreciation of 
values which can be included in 
any project undertaken by students 
in their shop classes in the var­ 
ious schools of Pickaway County. 
The training which is represent­ 
ed by the exhibiting of the various 
projects is of great value to the 
student 
which made these 
pro­ 
jects. Many of the students in later 
life will enter occupations in which 
this 
training will be 
valuable. 
Those who do not directly use 
their shop training will get many 
1 hours of pleasure and value from 


this knowledge of tool processes, 
care of tools, finishing, qualities 
of wood, etc., which they have 
learned in their shop classes. 
Each department in the Junior 
Fair is headed by a junior member- 
in-charge. Warren W right heads 
the shop department. The depart­ 
ment is divided into fifteen divi­ 
sions with five prizes beings pre­ 
sented in each division. The prizes 
offered are, first $1.50; second, 
$1.00; third. $.75; fourth, 
$.50; 
fifth, $.25. With the cash awards 
a rra n g e d such as they are, it is 
an incentive for a student to do 
fine work in his classes if he is 
looking forward to exhibiting his 
project for the public to view. It 
is also possible for a shop student 


to make money which he can use 
to defray the cost of making his 
project. D uring the past years stu­ 
dents who have entered projects 
have made as high as twelve dol­ 
lars from their exhibits.

I heard in the special session, it is 
predicted. New Jaws may even be 
enacted to implement present legal 
weapons the government now po­ 
ssesses to fight, profiteering. 
Although the terms war profi­ 
teering or economic life may sound 


j like vague generalities to the man 
in the street, it depends on how 
well the government can enforce 
its drives to just what extent the 
war shock will effect every citi­ 
zen’s housing, clothing and food. 
World War Profits, Prices 
For instance, prices went com­ 
pletely out of control in the World 
war. Wages went up, but prices 
went up faster. 
Because of the 
higher pricea, real 
wages 
went 
down to a 
third and the profits 
from the excessive prices went to 
compile new fortunes for economic 
overlords, promoters and specula­ 
tors. 
New Deal economists 
cite 
an 
anti-New Deal economist, Wilfred 
I. King, to prove their point. King 
estimates that 
in 
the 
United 
States alone enough wealth w’as 
transferred from the pockets of 
labor and consumers to the pock­ 
ets of manufacturers and promo­ 
ters to make 40,000 new million­ 
aires in the days from 1014 to 
1918. 
Not just one but many govern­ 
ment departments may move into 
the front lines for the anti-profi­ 
teering drive, and other efforts to 
stabilize conditions here despite 
chaos abroad. Before it is over, 
the department of justice, particu­ 
larly its anti-trust division, the de­ 
partment of agriculture, the de­ 
partment of commerce, the treas­ 
ury department, the war resources 
board and the army and navy de­ 
partments may move into action. 
To Oppose Profiteering 
One of the first apparent reflec­ 
tions of the broadness of the drive 
is due to crop up at the special 
session. More funds to hire more 
men to fight war profiteering will 
be asked, and congress probably 
will appropriate the moneys, ac­ 
cording to all present indications. 
One of the greatest Jobs con­ 
fronting the government is to pre­ 
vent war-boom industry, such as 
munition and heavy steel manu­ 
facturing from throwing 
regular 
peace-time productive industry out 
of kelter. 
As another example, the govern­ 
ment Is now conducting a nation­ 
wide investigation of the building 
industry to clear away restraints 
whether they are due to employ­ 
ers, fabrications or labor. In war­ 
time, the building industry is for­ 
ced to compete against expanding 
war industries for labor and ma­ 
terials. Because of that, it is all 
the more important that the build­ 
ing industry be free from artificial 
restrictions. 
New Deal economists say that 
the nation could not stand a war 
shortage of house to be added to 
the present shortage without bur­ 
dening labor, consumers and even 
the war industries themselves. 
Would Protect Wages 
The same applies generally, it is 
said, to ail peace-time industries. 
The industries must be kept run­ 
ning and even expanding. 
And, 
according 
to 
Thurman 
Arnold, 
chief New Deal “trust buster,” it 
is necessary that steps be taken 
to prevent the milking off of la­ 
bor's wages by high prices to ore-

next year’s crop, a University of 
Iowa botanist has discovered after 
six years of research. 
Such 
wounding of the 
clover 
plants results in from 50 to 95 per­ 
cent of diseased plants the follow­ 
ing summer, the botanist, Dr. Ro­ 
bert W. Poulter, found. 
His studies were made in the 
university’s laboratories 
and in 
Iowa clover fields. He 
traveled 
more than 30,000 miles while ob­ 
serving the clover growths. 
Due to differences in stem struc­ 
tures, white clover and alfalfa do 
not seriously suffer from fall cut­ 
ting. although the latter m ay be 
injured if cut after Oct. I, Doctor 
Poulter pointed out. 
The healing process in red clo­ 
ver stems is much slower than for 
w hite clover and alfalfa, the bota­ 
nist found, and if the stem is in­ 
jured after early September 
the 
tissues rarely heal. 
The healing process in red clo­ 
ver is popularly known as a bien­ 
nial plant, it could be perennial if 
not cut in autumn, Poulter de­ 
clared, 
“Farm ers might take advantage 
of these findings and extend the 
life of one seeding into' three or 
possibly more years, unless killed 
by winter conditions,” he comment 
ed. 
He the^krized th at if plant breed­ 
ers could develop a red clover plant 
with pith structure sim ilar to th at 
of alfalfa and white clover, the 
crop might be safely cut in the 
fall.

A flat exhibit premium of $20 
will be given to each school parti­ 
cipating which has a high school 
and grade school combined. A flat 
premium will be given each school 
participating which exhibits only 
grade school work.

In addition to the flat ex­ 
hibit premiums, county premiums 
Will be awarded. The awards for

high and 
elementary

Ano ther terrify ing creature, the 
so lpug id, o r sunspider, which may 
be two inches lo ng and equipped 
with po werful jaw-like fang s, is 
co mpletely no npo iso no us, assured 
the pro fesso r. 
The o nly dang er is fro m infec­ 
tio n fo llo wing its bite, whieh may 
be fo restalled by any g o o d anti­ 
septic. 
The Vineg aro ne, o r whip sco r­ 
pio n, also bears a bad reputatio n, 
but like the sun spider has no 
po iso n g lands. Its bite is no wo rse 


than g etting y o ur fing er caug ht 
in a fish ho o k.

The only danger is from infec­ 
tion following Its bite, which may 
be forestalled by any good anti­ 
septic. 
The Vinegarone, or whip scor­ 
pion, also bears a bad reputation, 
but like the sun spider has no 
poison glands. Its bite is no worse 


than getting your finger caught 
In a fish hook. 
Although equipped with poison 
fangs, the centipede’s bite is not 
fatal. At most, a bite would pro­ 
duce local pain and swellings but 
no fatalities have been recorded 
from a centipede’s attack. 
The hairy tarantula, sending shi­ 
vers up and down anyone’s spine, 
is comparatively a playful little 
fellow, 
according to Dr. 
Smith. 
Although its bite is poisonous to 
a degree, no fatalities have been 
recorded.

Informing was a highly profit­ 
able sideline in Colonial Boston, 
nor was it regarded as particularly1 
reprehensible to snitch on ones 
neighbor. 
By order of the general court of 
1654 a fine of ten pounds was 
levied against persons having in 
their possession books believed to 
be of a heretical nature. 
Inform ­ 
ers who 
reported the offenders 
were rewarded wdth one half of the 
fine. 
The tariff was smaller for liquor 
law violations, with the informer 
receiving only one fourth of the 
ten pound fine. One half the total 
amount was used for relief of the 
poor and 
the 
remaining fourth 
went to the excise commissioner.

CHICAGO—A warning over too 
much optimism to reports that it 
is practical to pull a tooth, re­ 
habilitate it and replace it in the 
dental arch has been issued by 
Dr, Leon VV. M oney, educational 
director of the American Dental 
Association. 
Dr. M oney said the operation is 
not new to dentistry, but the con­ 
sensus is that it is not yet prac­ 
tical. 
He declared that success of the 
operation today is limited to about

France hav e started the migration 
homeward. 
From their refu gee homes in 
sev en military camps in sou thern j 
France, the Repu blicans, practical-! 
ly all members of the defeated and 
disarmed Loy alist army , are start­ 
ing back to the New Spain creat­ 
ed from their defeat. 
Many are apply ing for shipment 
elsewhere than Spain, since its 


Fascist program is against their 
political beliefs. Many of the sol-1 
diers are being su ccessfu l in their 
applications for the rank s of the | 
Foreign Legion and other army 
u nits in F'rance, and the rank s of 
other refu gee legions growing ou t- 
side Fascisms borders. 


Terms of Agreement 
At the rate of 2,000 persons per i 
day . by a recent agreement be- j 
tween France and Spain following j 
the retu rn of the Spanish gold to 


the Fascist gov ernment which had 
been deposited in France by the 
Repu blicans, the Repu blicans will 
be transshipped to new homes ac­ 
ross the border. It is reported that 
they will be permitted to retu rn 
directly to their former places of 
residence and there gov erned ac­ 
cordingly . 
Su ch a rate of ex change will end 
the Spanish Refu gee qu estion by 
the end of September, erasing the 
last of the two obstacles to nor­ 
mal Franco-Spanish relations; gold 
and refu gees.

The sev en camps remaining, and 
their qu ota of refu gees in the first 


week of Au gu st whe nthe trans­ 
shipment of the Spaniards across 
the 
border at Henday e started, 
were as follows: 
Agde, Herau lt, 24,000; Barcares, 
6 0,000; Bram, 15 ,000; Gu rs, 32,000; 
Saint Cy prien, 15 ,000; Septfonds, 
15 .000 and Le Vemet, 16 .000. The 
greatest majority in all figu res re­ 
present former soldiers of the Re­ 
pu blican army , whose equ ipment 
was tak en ov er by the French in 
part pay ment for the cost of the 
refu gee camps.

The yellowed and ancient m anu­ 
script was 
purchased from 
an 
English museum and is consid­ 
ered priceless. 
Dr. Geerlings has 
been scanning and photographing 
the time-worn pages all summer 
a t the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor. 
Together w ith scholars of Mich­ 
igan, Brown and H arvard univer­ 
sities, Dr. Geerlings is certain the 
m anuscript holds age-old secrets 
of the newest half of the Bible. 
“As copies of the New T esta­ 
ment have been made through the 
centuries,” 
he 
explains, 
“errors 
have crept into them. 
W hat we 
are endeavoring to do is to ap­ 
proach as nearly as we can the 
original 
w ritings 
by 
studying 
these ancient m anuscripts.” 
With luck, Dr. Geerlings hopes 
to have translation of the 200- 
page m anuscript completed by the 
spring of next year at which 
time it will be turned over to 
Utah University authorities for 
safe keeping.

“This country has done little 
to 
provide opportunities to

young seeking to find a place in 
the 
economic 
world,” 
Greene 
said. 
“Unless adults help solve youth's 
economic problems, we may expect 
an 
organization of youth 
over 
which we have no control,” 
he 
warned. 
“The totalitarian governments 
of 
Russia, Germany, Italy 
and 
Spain have provided activities for 
their 
young men and 
women,” 
Greene continued “In fact it was 
because of the lack of opportuni­ 
ties for youth that revolt developed 
in these countries. The rise of to­ 
talitarianism has been the out­ 
come of movements on the part 
of youth, which insisted on some­ 
thing to do and took a hand in 
the organization of societies. Un­ 
less we help young people to find 
their places in the current social 
economy we may expect some re­ 
volutionary youth movement in the 
United States.” 
Cites Shortcomings 
Greene charged th at the indus­ 
trial regime of the present has 
been allowed to push youth and its 
problems out of the picture; that 
grown people and boys and girls 
no longer have a common bond 
and th at when young folk graduate 
they will have little idea of what 
they will do or the problems they 
will have to solve in earning a liv­ 
ing. 
Greene pointed to the interna­ 
tional scene and to the old forms 
of government which have been 


a warning. He branded as crim i­ 
nal the destruction of surpluses of 
food and commodities while many 
people are in the want because 
“we do not know how to distri­ 
bute our goods.” 
“Because of current conditions,” 
he declared, “the period of youth 
has been prolonged from two to 
five 
years. A generation ago 
a 
youth of 16 or 18 was considered 
full grown. He had learned how 
to work and make a living. Now 
young people do not have m aturing 
experiences but remain in schools.

FIRST BOMBER 


IN MEXICO WAR 


Gunboats Fled Locality As 
Planes Tossed Missiles 
Into Bay 


DENVER, O ct 16—The first; 
air 
bomber in military 
history I 
was used in a Mexican revolution,: 
according to Alphonse P. Ardourcl, I 
Mexican 
revolutionary. 
World 
War veteran and former adjutant- 
general of the Colorado National 
Guard. 
And while the bombers and fight­ 
ing ships of warring European na­ 
tions are more efficient, they lack 
the color and the “power to throw 
the fear of God" into opposing 
forces like that first bomber, Ar- 
dourel related. 
"The first attack ever made on 
land or sea forces from the air 
was In 1912," Ardourel said. "Al­ 
varo Obregon and his Constitution­ 
alists were camped at Maytourina 
in Sonora, about 20 miles from 
Guaymas. 
"General Obregon had tried to 
take Guaymas several times but 
had been driven back by shells 
from two federal gunboats, the 
Tampico and the Guerrero, which 
were anchored in Guaymas Har­ 
bor.” 
Tries Out New Plan 
Struck by a novel idea, General 
Obregon employed Diddet Madon, 
a French aviator, who later se r v ­ 
ed with the Lafayette Escadrille 
in France, and a mechanic John 
Dean, an Australian, according to 
Ardourel. 
"When they joined the army, I 
helped make the bombs," the for­ 
mer National Guard commander 
continued. "We made them from 
pieces of three-inch deal pipe and 
loaded them with nitroglycerine. 
They weighed about IO pounds 
each, 
"‘On the day of the attack we 
got up on a hill near Guaymas 
to watch. Madon cifcled the gun­ 
boats and let fly with the bombs. 
He didn’t make a direct hit, but 
he blew half the frater out of Gu­ 
aymas Harbor. The gunboats, un­ 


able to return the fire, pulled up 
anchor and left. 
“Obregon was furious because 
they 
weren't sunk. When 
they 
came back a week later he order­ 
ed 
Madon to attack and 
sink 
them without fail. 
“We made up more bombs. The 
federals, although they lacked an­ 
gle guns, were ready this time, ■ 
though. They had hauled field piec-1 
es up a mountain near the harbor J 
and placed them in pits so they 
could get all angles. 
"When the plane appeared over 
the bailor the field pieces let I 
fly. Poor Madon and Dean were 
caught. They dumped their bombs ; 
overboard as fast as they could 
and beat it. 
“That’s the first anti-aircraft 
guns were used. 
“Obregon told me right after the 
first attack, ‘You have witnessed 
a new arm of warfare.’ 
“He told me then that he be­ 
lieved if he could buy 20 airplanes 
he could win the war in 30 days."

Inventors Predict Bright 
F uture For Combined 
Stove And Ice Box Unit 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Oct. 16 
—A cooking stove and a mechan­ 
ical refrigerator, all in one, which 
its inventors predict will revolu-, 
tionize the stove and refrigerator 
business, has been developed by 
three Shelbyville men. 
Patents have been obtained on 
the unit, which its makers call a 
"Refriger-O-Range,” and the Shel­ 
byville men have made a working 
model. 
The stove and ice box combined 
looks like an ordinary gas or elec­ 
tric range with the refrigerator 
part where the oven ordinarily is, 
to the right of the cooking unit. 
Onie Gahimer originated the idea 
of the combined unit, and working 
with Noah Moore, long a refriger­ 
ator expert and trouble shooter 
for an ice cream company, and 
Ary Heck, who works for a stove 
company, he developed the revo­ 
lutionary idea over a period of 
three years. 
Two Questions Arise 
Two incredulous questions al­ 
ways greet first mention of the 
idea, the inventors have found. A 
stove and ice box together? Won’t 
the heat from the stove cut down 
the efficiency of the refrigerator? 
The secret of the efficiency of 
the unit lies in the highly deve-

loped insulation which separates 
the cooking stove and the ice box, 
the men said. 
The unit was designed origi­ 
nally to fit the needs, of persons 
living in small apartment quar­ 
ters, but its inventors declare the 
efficiency of the "Refrig-O-Range” 
is such that it is adaptable to all 
homes. 
The patents which the Shelby­ 
ville trio have taken out cover any 
combination of gas and electricity 
.to power the separate parts of the 
unit. The one which the men have 
made as a working model combines 
an 
electric refrigerator with 
a 
four-burner gas range and a ther­ 
mostatically controlled oven. 
See Saving in Price 
Its inventors declare the unit 
will sell for a much lower priec 
than the two separate kitchen ne­ 
cessities. 
"We figure that with all pro­ 
duction costs taken into consider­ 
ation, 
it can be sold for 
from 
$150 to $175—about the same price 
now paid for either a good range 
or a good refrigerator, separately," 
the inventors said. 
Several companies are now ne­ 
gotiating 
for the 
“Refriger-O- 
Range" it was said, but no deal has 
as yet been closed.

LONDON. Oct. IS—Treasure re­ 
cently discovered in a 1400 year- 
old Anglo-Saxon burial ship is re­ 
puted by experts to have a value 
of at least $150,000. 
The burial ship was found after 
excavations had been made on the 
private Suffolk County estate of 
Mrs. E. M. Pretty.

And as if to p rov e the conten­ 
tion that this is a v ery democratic 
war. the same club, on the same 
ev ening, had on its dance floor 
a y oung man in the unshap ely , 
ov erall sty le uniform of an aux ili­ 
ary fireman, a nav al cap tain, two 
twenty -y ear-old m ilitiam en in the 
drab khaki ov eralls of the militia 
and a sm artly dressed colonel of 
cav alry . 
Desp ite the reop ening of the 
night sp ots, howev er, London Town 
is going to bed hours earlier than 
in p re-w ar day s.

Evans Hughes, who has had one of 
the most notable public careers in 
American history; 
Justice Jam es 
Clark 
McReynolds 
and 
Justice 
Pierce Butler. 
The Chief Justice will observe 
hsi 78th birthday next April. 
He 
will m ark his 10th anniversary as 
Chief Justice on next February 3, 
lf he chooses to remain in that 
position. 
Opinions Differ 
While some friends of the Chief 
Justice 
expect 
him 
to 
retire, 
others say th at he will continue 
to preside over the Court. The lat­ 
te r observers hold that the fact 
th a t there are four comparatively 
new Justices on the court, togeth­ 
er w ith 
the importance 
of 
the 
Chief Justice in guiding the Court 
through a transition period, will 
cause him to cling to his robes. s 
Until he was stricken with ill­ 
ness, the Chief Justice delivered 
as m any opinions as his colleagues 
In addition to apparently handling 
w ith ease the additional burden of 
Chief Justice. 
Justice McReynolds also will be 
78 years of age early in 1940. His 
birthday anniversary is February 
3. A native of Kentucky, tall and 
raw-boned. 
Justice 
McReynolds 
gives the appearance of unusual 
stolidity 
despite 
his 
advanced 
years. 
During the present Summer in­ 
terim , 
he 
travelled 
widely 
in 
the United States, renewing old 
acquaintance and 
visiting scenes 
of his boyhood days. Few of his 
friends anticipate an early retire­ 
m ent by him. Justice McReynolds 
is a bachelor 
and 
this in itself, 
friends say, 
m ay cause 
him to 
cling to his court work because it 
is his only real interest. 
B utler Beset By Illness 
Justice Butler, who possesses a 
m assive frame, also suffered from 
illness during the present Sum­ 
m er. Friends of the Justice insist 
th at he will continue on the court 
for years. He is advancing toward 
the age of 76. 
President Roosevelt has already 
appointed four of the nine Justices 
of the Court. 
He named Justices 
Black , 
Reed, 
F rankfurter 
and 
Douglas. 
One more 
retirem ent 
would perm it him to name a m a­ 
jority 
of 
the 
court during his 
term of office and thus establish a 
m odem day record. 
While the 
High 
Court faces 
m any im portant tasks in the com­ 
ing year, it appeared likely that 
it would be confronted with only 
a few constitutional decisions of 
first magnitude. 
A law enacted just before the 
adjournm ent of Congress, however, 
increases the burden of the court. 
I t m ust now supervise the entire 
judiciary, taking over adm inistra­ 
tive functions formerly lodged in 
the D epartm ent of Justice.

The advent of the war in Fur- j 
ope has brought to a state hard hit 
by the depression visions of a re ­ 
turning prosperity which may put 
its thousands of unemployed to 
work and reduce Its staggering i 
relief burden of $100,000,000 an­ 
nually. 
Steel 
mills in the 
Pittsburgh 
area, the greatest in the nation, J 
which for years have been opera- ! 
ting below capacity, have been j 
engulfed by a rush of orders which 
have left steel executives almost j 
speechless. 
And once again King Coal Is 
coming into his own. Coal mines J 
long dorm ant have sprung back to 
life. 
Thousands of 
unemployed I 
miners, m any of whom have lack- : 
ed regular employment since the 
depression began, have been called 
back to work. Idle coke plants, 
are being reopened. 
Talk of New .Mills 
In Pittsburgh, the nation’s steel , 
center, lights have burned late in I 
every steel company office 3ince 
the advent of the European war. j 
Already there is talk of building j 
new mills. Within a month or two j 
an additional 125,000 men are ex- : 
peeled to be put back to work. 
Contrary 
to the generally 
ac­ 
cepted beiief, although the Euro­ 
pean w ar is responsible for the 
boom, the orders are being pro­ 
vided by domestic concerns and 
are not orders for war m aterials, 
though the latter are expected to 
follow later. 
Domestic users of steel, recall­ 
ing tijc pinch of World war days 
when they were unable to get their 
orders filled except after long de­ 
lays, were deluging steel concerns 
with orders. 
Foreign orders as yet were said 
to be few in number. But there 
were m any inquiries from foreign 
countries, mostly from South and 
Central America and from the F ar 
East, with some substantial orders 
expected to result from them w ith­ 
in the near future. 
And From A b ro a d - 
Substantial orders were also ex­ 
pected eventually from Great B rit­ 
ain and France. The British gov­ 
ernment was understood to be in­ 
quiring for prices on 200,000 tons 
of semi-finished steel. 
“As far as .we are concerned,” 
said a steel official, 
“prosperity 
has come around the com er.” 
The closing of the coal mines of 


steel mills and coal mines again are working overtime. 


Wales, Germany and Russia to 
foreign export was bringing fo r­ 
eign orders to Pennsylvania coal 
mines from Canada, Scandinavian 
and other foreign nations, many of 
whom have.not bought American 
coal since great the strike of 1925.

Shortage Forecast 
’•We’ll have a steel shortage- the 
biggest steel shortage you ever 
saw,” predicted the steel executive. 
In Pennsylvania’s five anthra­ 
cite counties, producers of practi­ 
cally the nation’s entire supply of 
hard coal, long-closed and virtually- 
abandoned mines have been reop­ 
ened to fill orders being received j 
from Canada, Norway and the Ar- j 
gentine. 
Before the war 
these 
countries received their coal from 1 
Wales and Russia. The Glen Alden 
Coal company, largest anthracite 
producer in the world, has already I 
increased its force of men by 28 I 
percent hnu is ordering more men 
to report for work. 
In Fayette County, center of j 
western Pennsylvania’s bituminous 
coal deposits, the H. C. Frick com­ 
pany announced it was reopening 


two mines which had been shut 
for two years. 
Indicative of how the increased 
demand for labor is affecting the 
unemployment situation in Penn­ 
sylvania, adm ittedly one of the 
worst in the nation, State WPA 
Commissioner Philip Mathews re­ 
ported th at in 23 of Pennsylva­ 
nia’s 67 counties less than IOO men 
were available for WPA work. In 
one county only two men were 
available.

16 — Although it was destined as 
a peacetime hobby, Uncle Sam to­ 
day has in amateur radio a high­ 
ly organized army of 50,000 ama­ 
teur radio operators to combat the 
transmission of espionage secrets 
from this country to belligerent 
nations. 
At almost a moment’s notice the 
“hams", 
as 
the 
amateurs 
call 
themselves, could police radio wave 
lengths not only 
in this country 
but all over the world. 
A net covering every community 
in the country as well as the ter­ 
ritories would intercept virtually 
every message of an espionage na­ 
ture which might be Bent out by 
radio. 
Admitting the 
possible use of 
“hams," Clinton Desoto, assistant 
secretary of the American Radio 
Relay League, official organization 
of the amateurs, said no call on 
the group has been made by fed­ 
eral authorities. 
However, amateurs have been 
urged to report to League head­ 
quarters any messages of a suspi­ 
cious nature which might be inter­ 
cepted. 
War Discussions Banned 
In addition every amateur ra­ 
dio operator has been warned not 
to discuss the present war with 
“hams” in foreign 
countries, in 
order that there may be no viola­ 
tion of President Roosevelt’s neu­ 
trality proclamation. 
Should a need arise to police the 
radio

lengths, 
amateurs 
could not only intercept espionage 
messages but assist in 
locating 
hidden radio stations. 
Typical of this work, according 
to Desoto, was the brilliant feat 
accomplished during

War by Charles E. Apgar, an ama­ 
teur of Westfield, N. J., whose ef­ 
forts resulted in the seizure of an 
espionage station at Sayville, L. I. 
Following instructions from of­ 
ficials at 
the Custom House in 
New York, Apgar tuned in on the 
radio station and recordings of the 
broadcasts were made for sever­ 
al days. 
When it was indicated 
that the messages 
concerned in­ 
formation regarding the shipping 
of Allies and neutrals, the opera­ 
tors of the station were interned 
at Atlanta, Ga., and the radio sta­ 
tion taken over by auhorities. 
Greater Opportunity Totfay 
It was pointed out by League
